Washington, Oct. 33.—In the Schley

Railroad Town.—Tlic t'nJLiupeaclia- 
bK' Evidence That Succeciled ' In 
GcttluK In the Last Vote. 


"Gupss yo-.i fellows never heard how 


the almighty dollar sot tied an election in 
Ohio," said the man with tho full beard, 
looking around for an answer iu the. eyes 
ol' ids companions, but getting none.

There 
is a big svvii -hyard in (he town where a 
heap of. freight is shunted and shifted 
around.

DR. MARY WALKEB OUT. 


New York "Woman Suffragists Ex- 


cluded Her From Membership. 


OSWEOO, N. Y,, Nov. 1.—Dr. Mary 


Walker was excluded from membership 
in the State Woman's Suffrage associa- 
tion at the session today. She was also 
ejected from the building.

attack in circulars npon Miss Snsan B, 
Anthony, in which she declared that i 
sixteenth amendment was not neces- 
sary.

The members were indignant 
at Dr. Walker's conduct. 


The offer of Dr. Mary Walker of one

A launching under peculiar con 


ditions took place yesterday at the 
Charlestown navy yard. 


The ship has been building for sev- 


eral months in the model loft on the 
third floor of the building next thd 
dry flock, and yesterday it 
was 


"iaunched" from a window. The most 
remarkable thing about the whole af- 
fair was that only half a ship was 
launched. It was a miniature repro- 
duction of one-half of the battleship 
size. The scale is one-half inch to the 
foot, and the mode! is fifteen feet 
seven inches over all. It weighs 800 
pounds and proved a very difficult 
thing to handle under the circum- 
stances. As soon as it' is properly 
boxed it will be loaded on a car and 
sent to the United States Naval 
Miprentices'. Training school at New- 
lort. 


When the model arrives there it 


will be used by the officers ininstruct- 
ng the boys in the way a battleship 
is built and how the different decks 
and compartments are arranged. The 
work has been very carefully done in 
order to carry out the ideas of the 
navy 
department. 
Every 
detail, 


blocks, brass, rails, ladders 
and 


small fittings, has been mad« on the 
same scale as the hull. The latter wa& 
built in Washington and sent here to 
have the machinery, engines, boilers, 
guns and decks put in. Nearly all oj 
the partitions and parts are so ar- 
ranged as to be taken out easily. The 
idea of building so complete a model 
for the use of the boys under instruc- 
tion is new, and naval officers who 
have seen the miniature believe it 
will be generally adopted hereafter. 
In the German navy there is aboard 
each ship a model which is used for 
the purpose of instruction. The Ger- 
mans say that the results thus ob- 
tained in a short time arc far greater 
than would be possible if the men 
were instructed simply by showing 
them over the battleship itself.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

should not be allowed to fall below 40 de- 
grees. Always keep n Uiennometer in the 
cellar, and it will be possible to cool off 
the apples without injuring the potatoes. 


Do not unhead the barrels until the tip- 


ples are wanted. Let the apples remain 
undisturbed, as It 1ft farely a good plan to 
sort theln over and to pick out the rotten 
ones. 


Apples in ripening give out a deleteri- 


ous gas. carbonic acid, which greatly aids 
in preserving them, but this ;ras is un- 
healthy and cannot be allowed to Accu- 
mulate in the house collar. It is one of 
the advantages of an outside cellar that 
this may be allowed to remain.
